* With his divorce petition, Stokes filed an 
affidavit, which contained the following pas- 
sage: 

yAfter being informed of the relations exist- 
ing between W. BH. D. Stokes Jr. and the de 
fendant, upon said W. E. D. Stokes Jr. arriving 
in New York in January, 1919, deponent 
(Stokes Sr.) asked him if same were true, and 
with regret he admitted same." The affidavit 
furthér recited that the statement was so seri- 
ous the elder Stokes could not at first believe 
it. whereupon the son remarked: “Well, if I 
put it in writing and sign my name to it, you 
will believe it is true.” 

So the boy delivered to his father a brief 
note, addressed to ‘““My Barling Pop,’’ in which 
he said he had visited Mrs. Stokes at Narra- 
gansett Pier in the preceding autumn.

So, a few days ago, Mrs. Stokes left her home 
in Denver and descended upon Chicago. ““Wed- 
die" was graduated from law school last June 
and is associated with the firm of Fisher, Bor- 
den, Kales & Bell, 134 South La Salle street.

Samuel Unter- 
myer, proved that the witnesses who testified 
against me were bought and paid for. Since 
then some of them have made their confessions 
of perjury to the District Attorney of New 
York. 

‘Tt had no desire, nor have I any desire, of 
disgracing Stokes Jr., and with that in mind 
1! communicated with him on my arrival, in or- 
der that he might be given an opportunity of 
also confessing that the statements he made 
against me were not true. He has avoided the 
issue—-hence the sult 

“I do not know what Mr. Untermyer's plans

ANDERING about the States of 
America for the Hearst newspapers

‘“‘At La Quina the talus con- 
taining remains of ancient 
man extends along the low 
cliff bounding the valley for 
nearly two miles, with a 
strong probability that there 
are caves in the cliff in which 
man of a hundred thousand 
years ago found shelter; and 
of these accumulations not 
one-fiftieth has yet been ex- 
amined. They abound in 
worked stones and bones of 
long-extinct animals hunted 
by the ancient human beings 
who here and there have left 
of their own 
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heaps and clays.” 

East Anglia, in Southeastern Great Britain, is 
the scene of the most remarkable paleontological dis- 
covery of recent times—namely, that prior to the 
first glacial period there lived in England a race of 
men of sufficient intelligence to fashion flints and 
build a fire. 

In what seems to be undisputed upper Pliocene 
layers, J. Reid Moir, the British archeologist, re- 
cently has discovered a workshop, or flint worker's 
floor. 16 feet below the present surface of the 
ground. From this floor he has taken a large num- 
ber of “cores, flakes, flint implements and stones ex- 
hibiting crackling and other evidences of having 
been subjected to the action of fire.’”’ 

Commenting on this remarkable discovery, Henry 
Fairfield Osborn, the great American paleontologist 
and authority on the antiquity of man, says: “Tt 
is these flints, discovered by Moir, which firmly 
establish the existence of Pliocene man in Britain. 
That this was a working floor is indicated by the 
presence of flint cores and flint flakes with the 
flint implements themselves.” 

In connection with the recent establishment of 
the Foxhall man through the discovery of his work- 
shop and flints, Osborn narrates one of the most re- 
markable incidents in the prehistory of man—the 
story of the human jaw of Foxhall. As Osborn re- 
lates it, the mmaiin facts are these: This lower hu- 
man jaw was discovered by some workmen in 1855. 
It was found 16 feet below the surface, apparently 
in association with the now famous Foxhall flints. 
This jawbone, while recognized by Huxley and 
other authorities. to whom it was submitted as being 
of very great antiquity, neveftheless was not ap- 
praised at anything like its true age; and, after 
passing through several owners’ -hands, disappeared 
from sight and its whereabouts now @ not known. 

The last owner of record was an American physi- 
cian, Dr. R. H. Collyer, or many years resident in 
London. He it was who submitted the jaw to Hux- 
ley and geologists of that day. He also published in 
1867 a brief account, with a drawing of the bone. 


After 1867 Dr. Collyer ahd his now famous j2¥ 
bone disappeared from sight. Since the discovery oz 
the Foxhall flints in 1918, however, it has becomes 
imperative that Dr. Collyer be traced and, if pose 
sible, the lost Foxhall jaw recovered. 

From inquiries already instituted it has been 
learned that Collver was a graduate of the Berk- 
shire School of Medicine, located formerly at Pitts- 
field, Mass., and that*’he was a friend and corre- 
spondent of the American craniologist, Dr. Morton 
of the Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia. 

But whether further trace of Dr. Collyer and his 
precious possession be found or not, the presence 
of man in preglacial, or Tertiary, times rests upon 
the firm foundation of the Foxhall flints, of which, 
as Osborn savs, the human handiwork cannot be 
challenged. : 

Africa recently has yielded a new species of the 
great human family. This is an event of peculiar 
importance in theeearly history of man. The find 
was made in 1920 at the Broken Hill mine in North- 
ern Rhodesia. 

The skeleton, apparently that of a young adult 
female, was intact when first found, but the skeletal 
frame was broken up by the negro miners, leaving 
only the complete skull (minus the lower jaw), a 
sacral bone and tibia and the two ends of a femur, 
and a small] fragment of the upper jaw of a second 
individual of the same type. 

Our newest*cousin in the human family has a nume 
ber of most remarkable anatomical features, most 
of which can be made out in the photographs ac- 
companying this article. The eye sockets are enor- 
mous affairs, the nostrils were extremely flattened, 
more so than in any living negroid forms of today. 
The teeth and palate were larger and stronger thar 
in other species of the genus Homo. The enormous 
eyebow ridges are bigger, even, than those of that 
most archaic ape man, Pithecanthropus, and sug- 
gest strongly the condition in the gorilla. The face 
as a whole is the most primitive human face known 
to science. 

“The discovery of a long-lost and strangely ex- 
otic cousin is.”’ says Prof. ElMot Smith, “an. experi- 
ence that excites our curiosity; and the opening up 
of a new continent for the human paleontologist 
awakens visions of what this ancient domain of the 
human family may provide for future anthropol- 
ogists.”’ 

An event of signal importance to all interested in 
the prehistory of man is the discovery last year 
(1922) of the first Anthropoid Primate found in 
America. The credit for this important discovery be- 
longs solely to Harold J. Cook, consulting geologist, 
of Agate, Neb. 

This American race of Primates is represented by 
a molar tooth taken from the Upper, or Hipparion, 
phase of the Snake Creek bed in Nebraska. In honor 
of its discoverer the new race has been named by 
Prof. Osborn, Hesperopithecus Haroldcookii Osborn. 

Further studies of Hesptropithecus have been 
made by Profs. W. K. Gregory and Milo Hellman of 
the American Museum. They have made detailed 
comparisons with the teeth of New and Old World 
monkeys, the great apes, and primitive races of 
mankind. The illustrations show well the resem- 
blances and differences between the first American 
Primate and these other forms. They conclude, with 
Dr. Osborn, that Hesperopithecus represents an 
hitherto unknown race of the higher Primates. The 
tooth has characteristics that are suggestive of the 
molars in the chimpanzee, Pithecanthropus and mau,

k managed to stand close to the woman during 
the ceremony, which lasted haif an hour, during 
which she remained on her knees with her arms out- 
stretched. I saw her walk unaided from the veri- 
fication office to her place in the huge circle of in- 
valids whose bath chairs and stretchers had been 
lined up for the benediction, and I saw her climb on 
the ambulkance, which took her and several stretcher 
cases back to the hospital ef Our Lady of Doulours. 
As she took her place on the seat beside the driver 
she waved her hands at the crowd that pressed 
around the motor from all sides. And as the am- 
bulance drove away cheer after cheer was given. 

I joined several of the knots of people, some of 
whom had known the blind woman for many years, 
being members of the same parish, others who had 
noticed her on the train or at the baths. All were 
agreed, I learned through interpreters. for they 
spoke Flemish. that she had bees totally blind for 
more than a quarter of a century and all were con- 
vinced that her eyesight had been restored 

“She recognized me,” said ane of the women 
pilgrims. ‘Didn't she walk alone to the Grotto?” 
said another. “It is a miracle! It is a miracle!’ re 
peated a dozen others. 

After learning that her name was Rosa Defosse 
and as much as I could from her fellow pilgrims, I 
went to the hospital of Our Lady of Doulours, where 
all the sick and invalids of the Belgian pilgrimage 
were quartered I stated my mission at the hos- 
pital office and was presented to Comte Oscar Le 
Grelle of Antwerp. who had accompanied the Bel- 
gian pilgrimage
